Second “ Trackin' ” Snowfall 


Hits Rush County 


It began to rain and sleet early Sunday evening in 
Rushville and Rush County, and later in the night the 
temperature lowered, and the precipitation turned to light 
snow. Roads became slick, first on the bridges, then later 
on the highways themselves. 
Reports of accidents on the surrounding inter states in 
Henry, Hancock, Shelby, and Decatur Counties came in, 
with cars off the road and trucks “jackknifed. 
Rush County residents awoke to a blanket of about 
one-half inch of snow on the ground, and highway trucks 
had been busy with salt trucks, and roads were in good 
shape 
There were few reports of accidents in Rush County, 
and none in Rushville related to slick streets and roads 


The snow continued to fall at daybreak, and the weather 
station reported an accumulation of only one-half inch 
overnight. It was sunny by 9:30 a.m., but still quite chilly. 


Reports of some drifting and hazardous driving 
conditions from other counties appeared to be worse than 
in Rush County, although there were no reports of school 
closings to this newspaper at press time.

With regard to the property 
tax reduction program enacted 
in 1973, Doup said, "Our goal 
now must be that of keeping 
the tax package intact to 
prevent the erosion of its 
benefits and retain the property 
tax relief it produced. 
This can be accomplished by 
not loosening the controls 
mandated in this legislation or 
dissipating the revenue needed 
to fund this restructured tax 
system." 
He called for the legislature 
to delay the upcoming re­ 
assessment for property tax 
purposes to allow for more 
careful appraisals than possible 
in these days of widely 
fluctuating land values. 
"Time is needed to become 
better prepared for doing this 
major task," he said. "It is 
costly to assess all the property 
in Indiana and there are valid 
reasons for postponing this 
work.” 
Doup called the present 
federal estate tax exemption of 
$60,000 “grossly unrealistic" 
and said the amount should be 
$200,000 and the value of the 
land, if remaining farmland, 
calculated on that basis rather 
than looking at it in terms of 
other uses. 
Efforts to establish a national 
checkoff scheme under federal 
legislation, as proposed for the 
cattle industry, should be 
opposed, he said. 
Doupe also chastised the 
legislature for preparing a 
biennial state budget assuming 
an inflation figure for 1976-77 of 
eight or more per cent on top of 
inflation of eight to 12 per cent 
next year. "To assume that 
inflation will continue to run 
rampant in our economy tends 
to justify its existence,” he 
said.

Governor Otis R Bowen 


■ Housing s thought by many to 
be a problem unique to our major 
cities However, the tacts of hous­ 
ing shortages and1 statistics about 
substandard living units show quite 
clearly that the issue is statewide 
in scope 
There s a growing interest in 
housing needs and problems. In­ 
flation is one reason. For many 
Hoosiers. the costs of a new dwell­ 
ing of an improved dwelling have 
passed the upper limit of their ca­ 
pabilities. Financing — especially 
for low-cost housing — is difficult 
or impossible to obtain. The hous­ 
ing industry is in its biggest slump 
in recent years... 
A year ago, I asked a group of 
leading Hoosier citizens to analyze 
the state’s housing situation and 
recom m end a proper state re­ 
sponse. 
Their study including an inven­ 
tory of the state’s housing units 
(by type and quality), an analysis 
of both public and private financ­ 
ing, and an evaluation of the ability 
of both the public and private sec­ 
tor to generate housing units within 
the buying capabilities of low or 
moderate income famiili.es. In addi­ 
tion, the group was' asked to set 
some housing goals for Indiana, 


and suggests w 
of achieving 
them. Furthermore it was to define 
the role fcr state government in 
this process.. 
They have presented recommen­ 
dation s . T h e s e r e c o m m e n d a t i o n s 
include reactivation of a State 
Housing Board created in the 1930s 
for the purpose of forming a state 
agency that can supply technical 
assistance to local government and 
private groups. It will also create 
a housing finance unit to increase 
the supply of money available for 
purchase of housing units. 
Some might question whether or 
not the state should be involved. 
Their concern is legitímate and 1 
would hope that we proceed pru­ 
dently on reaching basic policy 
decisions. 
On the other hand, a problem 
does exist. It does not appear that 
private lending institutions or build­ 
ers will be able to solve it on their 
own. 
Decent housing is a fundamental 
need for every family. Economic 
pressures are bringing about a de­ 
terioration of the quality of housing 
for targe segments of our popula­ 
tion. It is a trend we should strive 
to reverse.

Ford Convinced Voluntary 
Conservation Won’t Work

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford evidently is 
convinced now that his “volun­ 
tary” approach to energy 
conservation is not enough 
He will propose a new 
>atiofwl energy policy, ne.il. 
íinonth, and officials indicated it 
might contain some tough 
measures to cut fuel consump­ 
tion. 
Ford called two of his top 
advisers. Interior Secretary 
Rogers C.B. Morton and energy 
chief Frank G. Zarb, to the 
White House today to discuss 
what one aide described as 
“some broad strategy 
for 
dealing with problems facing 
the nation. 


White House Press Secretary 
Ron Nessen said in advance of 
the President’s meeting with 
Morton and Zarb, executive 
director of the Energy Re­ 
source Council, that major 
decisions were not likely to be 
made.

But Nessen also signaled an 
apparent shift by Ford away 
from the exclusive reliance on 
a voluntary energy saving 
program, acknowledging that it 
was not bringing about the kind 
of reduction in oil imports that 
Ford had hoped for. 
As a result, he said, the 
President would have to consid­ 
er a variety of “mandatory" 
steps, although he declined to 
go into specifics.

Missiles , 
Bombers Back 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - De 
fense Secretary James R 
Schlesinger says one result of 
the Vladivostok arms accord is 
that the United States will 
begin to dismantle land-based 
missiles and buy more bombers 
and submarines to replace 
them. 
Schlesinger told a news 
conference Friday that the 
Minuteman missiles buried in 
silos across the Midwest will 
become increasingly vulnerable 
as the Soviets start deploying 
multiheaded missiles next year 
that can be aimed at more of 
the Minute Men. 
To avoid the vulnerability of 
the Minutemen —for many 


years the first line of nuclear 
deterrence —Schlesinger said, 
"an increasing share of U.S. 
forces will move to sea and 
there will be more bombers 
than anticipated.” 


President Ford said earlier in 
the week that U.S. spending on 
nuclear arms would remain 
nearly constant under the 
agreement he negotiated in 
principle with Soviet leader 
Leonid Brezhnev, rising only 
because of inflation. 


Schlseinger said this spending 
would go up as a result of 
adding bombers and missile 
submarines.

SULFUR IN INDIANA COAL 


Indiana’s enormous deposits of coal rep­ 


resent a large reserve of energy. Unfortu­ 
nately, our coat contains sulfur, which 


contributes to air pollution when it is 


burned. Studies at the Geological Survey 


have shown that about half of this sulfur 


is present as the mineral pyrite and half is 


organic sulfur in the original plant struc­ 


ture. Methods have been devised to remove 


pyrite by flotation during processing at 


the tipple, 
but a practical method of 
removing the organic sulfur has not yet 


been found. 
Methods also are being sought to remove 


sulfur dioxide from flue gases. Several 


removal methods have been devised for 
coal-burning electrical generating plants 


(which consume most of Indiana’s coal 


production), but they are expensive and 


are yet to be perfected.

CHICAGO (UPI) — Nine of 
10 persons w-ho contract lung 
cancer will die in five years, a 
New York researcher says, and 
prospects don’t look any better 
for the lung cancer patient in 
the future. 
Dr. Bernard Roswit, chief of 
radiology therapy at the Veter­ 
ans Administration Hospital in 
New York, reported Wednesday 
that 75 of 100 patients who have 
lung cancer diagnosed also find 
that their cancer cannot be 
removed by surgery. 
Roswit told the Radiological

of

America 
meeting about a large-scale 
study that has been made since 
1958 to improve cure rates for 
lung cancer. 
The study he participated in 
involved 8,000 patients with 
lung cancer who were given 
anticancer drugs alone, radia­

90,000 Americans will develop 
lung cancer next year and the 
annual number is expected to 
increase to 100,000 by 1980. 
He said that doctors have 
developed effective treatments 
combining drugs and radiation 
therapy, but the treatments 
have only been small improve­ 
ment for a short period of time, 
such as weeks or months. 
“The attack on lung cancer 
will have to be something far 
short, of dram atic,” 
Roswit 
said. “It will be step by step, 
one step at a time, depending 
on validity of previous step 
taken."

Greeks Overjoyed At Vote 
Against The Monarchy

ATHENS (UPI) — Thousands 
of chanting Greeks danced in 
the streets today, celebrating 
a n 
overw hel m ing „ 
two-to-one 
referendum vote to reject the 
monarchy. 
“ Let's turn the palace into a 
school,” celebrants shouted as 
Athenians converged on down­ 
town Constitution Square, wav­ 
ing flags, blowing car horns 
and shaking hands. 


Greeks voted by a resounding 
68.8 to 31.2 per cent margin in 
Sunday's, referendum to live in 
a republic and abolish the 142- 
year-old monarchy. 
With 9.2 per cent of the ballots 
counted, there were 2,899,282 
votes in favor of a republic and 
1,318,827 
in 
support, 
of 
a 
monarchy. 
The republicans won large 
margins 
in 
the 
tradional 
monarchist bastions of southern 
Greece 
as 
well 
as 
in 
the 


country’s antimonarchist urban 
centers. 
The decision cleared the way 
for 
the 
Greek 
parliament, 
holding its first session today,

begin 
work

constitution and prepare for 
presidential elections 
King Constantine, who fled 
into exile during the military 
dictatorship, learned the results 
in seclusion at his home outside 
I^ondon.
